.  ■  The  motion  to  consider  the  proposed 
amendment  to  tho  constitution  giving 
•freshmen  representation  on  the  Student 
Council  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  293 
to  155  at  the  called  meeting  of  the 
Student  Government  Association  last 
Friday  afternoon.  Two  hundred  and 
thirty-three  votes  were  required  to 
carry  the  motion.  A  total  of  448  votes 
were  cast. 

It  will  now  be  necessary  for  an 
amendment  to  bo  formally  drawn,  up 
and  submitted  to  tho  Council  and  to 
tho  Association  for  vote.  According  to 
the  Constitution  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  membership  of  tho  Association  is 
:  'necossary  to  carry  any  amondinent. 

.  Tho  meoting  of  last  Friday  was,  in¬ 
teresting  to- say  the  least.  Both  sides 
of  tho  proposed  amendment  had  able 
and  ardent  advocates.  Roberta  Cook, 
presided  at  the  meeting  in  tho  absenco 
of  President  Ray  Blomfield. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Clement 
Rickman  of  tho  freshman  class.  Before 
making  the  motion  ho  pointed  out  that 
the  freshmen  did  not  come  as  enemies 
to  upper-classmen,  and  wore  not  gen¬ 
erally  opposed  to,' any  measure  of  the 
constitution.  He  said  that  the  meet- 
'  ing  was  called  so  they  could  prove 
their  deserved  rights.  Every  freshman 
has  mot  the  entrance  requirements  and 
many  of  them  have  taught.  He  stated 
further  that  in  spito  of  ago,  experi¬ 
ence,  or~  high— I.-Qr’H^tho-uppor^class- 
men  assert  that  their  judgment  is  bet¬ 
ter  than  that  of  tho  freshmen. 

Lawrenco  Thompson,  another  fresh¬ 
man  said  that  members  of  his  class 
oppose  tho  constitution  but  respected 
it  and  realized  that  it  was  a  master¬ 
piece  which  required  time  and  ability 
to  make.  Ho  asked  that  if. freshmen 
wore  allowed  representatives  in  activ¬ 
ities,  why  they  should  not  bo  represent¬ 
ed  in  the  student  governmen.t  All 
thoy- wanted,  ho  said,  was  a  square  deal.

Tho  Curious  Cub  was  interested  this 
week  in  finding  out  what  studonts 
thought  about  freshmen  representation 
on  tho  Student  Council.  He  just  took 
for  granted  that  all  freshmen  favored 
it  and  asked  opinions  from  members 
of  tho  other  classes. 

Hero  ts  what  they  said: 

Grace  Graves,  president  of  the  Senior 
class — “In  tho  first  place  I  believe 
freshmen  shouldn’t' bo  represented  be¬ 
cause  the  present  constitution  has  not 
boon  given  a  fair  working  chance.  Why 
amend  it  until  it  lias  proven  unsuc¬ 
cessful?  Then  I  believe  that  froshmon 
are  hot  -well  enough  acquainted  with 
the  customs,  practices  and  traditions 
of  tho  school  to  hold  office  in  its 
government  association.  ’  ’ 

Floyd  Cook,  senior — “I’m  for  fresh¬ 
men  representation  because  I  can’t 
find  anything  against  it.  ” 

Burdette  Yeo,  president  of  the.  Jun¬ 
ior  class — “I  think  the  freshmen  are 
taking  a  very  unwise  stop  in  forcing 
the  question  of  freshmen  representation 
on  the  Student  Council.  I  make  this 
statement,  not  because  of  class'  pre¬ 
judice,  but  because  I  sincerely  believe 
that  it  is  for  tho  best  interests  of 
this  College  that  thore  exist  a  degree 
of  distinction,  in  matters  of  legislation 
on  questions  of  importance  to  tho  stu¬ 
dent  body,  between  the  freshmen  and 
tho  upper-classmen,  who  havp  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  collego  environment.” 


Dorothy  England,  junior — ‘  ‘  Fresh¬ 
men  representation  is  not  necessary  or 
advisablo -for  several  reasons.  When  a 
student  first  enters  Collego  ho  should 
spopd  some  time  getting  acquainted 
with  college  lifo  and  its  traditions  and 
learn  to  follow,  rather  than  to  lead, 
before  ho  is  ready.  Tho  now  studont 
who  is  not  familiar  with  collego  prob¬ 
lems  and  customs  is  not  capable  of 
meeting  these  problems  and  esttling 
them  ably.  Tho  Frqpsliman  Class  is 
large  and  studonts  are  new  to  each 
other  so  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
pick  one  whom  they  know  will  be  cap¬ 
able  of  representing  them.” 

Morris  Chick,  president  of  the  Sopho¬ 
more  class — “I’m  against  freshmen 
representation  because  I  do  not  be¬ 
lieve  thoy  are  well  enough  acquainted 
with  collego  customs  and  government 
to  participate  well  in  the  student  gov¬ 
ernment.” 

Julia  Caldwell,  sophomore — “The  up¬ 
perclassmen  appreciate  the  good  sports¬ 
manship  and  school  spirit  of  the 
Freshmen  Class.  It  is  not  because  we 
do  not  realize  this  or  because  we  look 
upon  the  freshmen  as  “underdogs”  or 
“vagabonds”  that  we  oppose  tlieir 
petition  for  representation.  The  fresh¬ 
men  in  this  college-  are  treated  with 
unusual  discrimination  and'  distinction 
in  comparison  with  those  in  other  col¬ 
leges  of  equal  rank.  The  class  is  too 
now  to  understand  the  technique  of 
college  government.  I  do  not  insinuate 
that  freshmen  do  not  know  their  own 
minds  but  I  do  think  it  necessary  to 
bo  a  member  of  a  college  at  least 
three  quarters  to  learn  the  customs 
and  ideals  of  the  school.  After  they 
have  learned  these  traditions  they  will 
bo  able  to  make  much  hotter  citizens 
of  this  College.”

Do  collogo  studonts  appreciate  tho 
beauty  of  tho  collego  campus  as  much 
as  visitors  from  other  colleges  dot 
One  of  tho  first  remarks  a  visitor 
makes  is  about  tho  beauty  of  tho  camp¬ 
us  and  the  groat  number  of  troes  upon 
it.  Look  north — trees;  look  east — more 
trees;  look  south — many  more  treeoB; 
look  west — the  largest  most  attract¬ 
ive  group,  the  evergreen  grovo. 

This  grove'  had  its  origin  as  a  part 
of  a  nursery  which  formerly  occupied 
tho  collego  grounds.  The  annual  rings 
of  growth  on  ono  of  the  stumps  show 
thorn  to  be  an  ago  of  approximately 
fifty  years.  Thoro  are  ton  varieties  in 
this  group;  throe  pines,  Norway,  white, 
Jorsoy;  throo  spruce,  Norway,  white, 
bluo;  two  cedars,  white  (arbor  vitao). 
and  red;  tho  fir  and  the  homlock. 

This  grovo  not  only  sorves  to  beau¬ 
tify  tho  campus  but  it  also  serves  as 
a  shelter  for.  the  seasonal  birds.  Re¬ 
cently  tho  cedar  wax  wings  wore  there 
on  their  way  southward.  The  robins 
frequently  congrngato  there  during 
spring  and  fall  storms.  Several  years 
ago  seven  barrod  owls  wintered  there 
strewing  the  ground  with  thousands 
of  mouse  skulls. 

During  spring  and  summer  some  un¬ 
usual  plants  grow  in  this  grove;  tho
